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Rudolf  Walter  Ladenburg.  one  of  the  great  ex- 
perimental physicists  of  his  time,  who  this  Satur- 
day— on  the  last  day  of  classes  of  Princeton  Univer- 
sity's 203d  year — will  be  honored  at  the  first  sym- 
posium ever  held  on  the  occasion  of  a  Princeton 
faculty  member's  retirement.  With  former  students 
and  associates  converging  upon  Palmer  Laboratory 
from  nearly  all  parts  of  the  country,  Ladenburg 
will  be  completing  19  years  of  service  as  Brackett 
Professor  of  Physics,  a  chair  that  has  been  occupied 
b,y  only  one  other  physicist.  Karl  T.  Compton.  now 
chairman  of  the  Research  and  Development  Board 
of  the  National  Military  Establishment. 

This  67-year-old  naturalized  citizen  (68  on  June 
6th)  has  been  described  by  a  colleague  as  "one  of 
the  most  amazing  men  in  science  today,"  for  his  in- 
terests in  the  broad  sweep  of  physics  are  limitless. 
A  check  of  the  lOO-plus  papers  he  has  written  in  his 
researches  confirms  that  he  is  a  recognized  author- 
ity in  at  least  nine  specialized  fields  and  is  still  seek- 
ing to  extend  the  horizons  of  knowledge.  It  is  sig- 
nificant that  Saturday's  gathering  is  called  a  "phys- 
ics symposium",  at  which  four  outstanding  scien- 
tists will  consider  four  different  subjects  all  relat- 
ing to  Ladenburg's  work. 

Almost  b.y  chance  Ladenburg,  a  native  of  Ger- 
many, and  the  son  of  a  chemist,  appeared  on  the 
Princeton  scene  in  1981.  As  head  of  the  Department 
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of  Physics  at  Berlin's  Kaiser  Wilhelm  Institute,  he 
was  in  the  United  States  inspecting  laboratories 
and,  shortly  before  his  scheduled  return  to  Europe, 
was  offered  a  visiting  professorship  here.  Tlie  "vis- 
it" stretched  into  years.  His  work  with  graduate 
students  produced  leaders  on  the  scientific  front  in 
World  War  II  and  two  years  ago  he  was  decorated 
by  the  Armed  Forces  for  his  contributions  to  the 
Office  of  Scientific  Research  and  Development. 

Ladenburg,  who  after  retirement  will  continue  to 
serve  as  consultant  to  the  Army's  Aberdeen  Ballis- 
tic Laboratory  and  the  Naval  Ordnance  Laboratory, 
has  literally  given  over  his  life  to  "original  work" 
and  has  shied  away  from  turning  out  full-length 
books  because  he  feels  such  ventures  interfere  with 
basic  research.  Even  during  the  war,  when  he  and 
his  associates  were  solving  the  problem  of  suppress- 
ing the  muzzle-flash  of  guns,  Ladenburg's  group 
scored  a  "first",  by  using  the  interferometric  tech- 
nique (use  of  light  rays  as  a  means  of  measure- 
ment) and  developed  a  research  weapon  that  has 
proved  invaluable  in  exploring  supersonic  phe- 
nomena. 

For  unwavering  devotion  to  the  ideals  of  the 
creative  scientist;  for  strengthening  American  re- 
search traditions;  for  freely  giving  to  his  adopted 
country  infinitely  more  than  he  has  ever  sought;
